Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3, and 10-12 have been considered, but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Hilsenrath calls a procedure that return s a list of words within a predetermined distance from a given word in the 
document. This is not the segmented judgment matrix of claim 1 which is a "numerical matrix". 

In response, the Examiner respectfully submits that Hilsenrath teaches a distance matrix as shown in Fig. 12. It contains N. times. N 
elements indexed by an ordered pair of integers (ij), where i and j range from 1 to N. The value of the (ij) element of the total distance 
matrix is the total distance between all appearances of word i and all appearances of the word j, when word i appears before word j. It is 
known to a person of ordinary skill in the art that the distance between two words (points) is a numerical number. Furthermore, Hilsenrath 
teaches the diagonal entries of the total difference matrix are used to store the scores for the words (see Hilsenrath, col. 5, lines 38-44). 
Therefore, Hilsenrath teaches the limitation "numerical matrix". 

For the above reasons, the Examiner's stance regarding the status of claims 1-3, 10-12 remains the same as stated in the previous Office 
Action.. 
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
